reteining Tithes,then care taken by Divines to clear the 
“ight of red : manie arguments, yea whole books have been 
written to affert them, the refule whereof is this, That 
ther Tithes ly, or fom mainteinence equivalent to 
Tithe, in the court of heaven, are to maintein theClergie. 
The inftitution of Tithe is acknowledged from God,but wee 
never read that God abolifhed them; yea Chrift warranted 
the paiment in the eleventh of St Luke, Yee Tithe Mint and Ruc, — 
and all manner of berbs, and pa{s over judgment, and the love of God, 
thefe ought yee tobavedou, and not to leav the otber undon. This, 
_. queftionlefs, is evangelical : for there is as much Divine reafon 
for Tithe under the Gofpel, as under the Law, if not more: 
God’s worthip to bee advanced now as then, and God's work 
to go by Evangelical Minifters, no lef then hereto. 
foreby the Levitical Priefis ; for God’s work and worthip is 
the'chief end of Tithe, or anie equivalent mainteinence, for 
wee fhall finde that the omiflion of paying of Tithe brought — 
an omiflion of God’s worfhip; the Levites and the Singers 
forfook their ftation, and fled everie one to his field, negle- 
ived, hee 
with the rulers.and faid, Wy is the bouf of God for- 
faken, and bee gathered.the Levites together , and fet them in their 
place ; then brought all Fudab the Tithe of the corn, and the mew wine, 
and the oil unto the treafuries. Neither is it lefs obfervable what 
King Hexekiab commanded the people that dwelt at Hierufa- 
lem, To give the portion of the Priefts and Levites that they 
might bee encouraged in the Law of the Lord. Tithe is the. 
encouragement both of ftudying and preaching God's Law, 
whil’ft the ftudying of Humane Laws and all other labors, are 
fupported by their duerecompen’; let not { great an infeli- 
citie betide the ftudying of God’s Law as want of encourage- 
—_ » and the Lamp of the Temple go out for lack of 
i 
Neither are thofe reafons of lefs force that are drawn fr 
the gratitude man oweth to Ged, or from the injuftice 
againit God and his Minifters in depriving them of their — 
rights or Tithes ; that God who giveth all things, fhould by 
gratitude bee repaid fomthing may bee concluded by 
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Anabaptifiarum Scrupuli. 25
